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Projectiles v/ero loaded at the loading platform of the 
P 11 sen Skoda Plant. They were 1.5 meters long with a 
diameter of 40 centimeters. The 2G-contimoter~long 
conical headpiece was connected by a ring with the 
main body. Four arched fins wire attached to the 
projectile, each with a metal piece protruding at about 
the center. The bodies wore placed vertically on the 
loading platform with the headpiece pointing upwards. 
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According to the general description and the schematic 
sketeh the bodies may be bomb cases weighing approximately 
500 kg. Efforts will be mado to get details on the weight, 
amount, and destination of these shipments.
